Wasnineton, Jan. 25.—The Anti- 
Polygamy bill reported by Edmunds 
from the Senate jJudiciary Committee 
to-day, provides that every person who 
has a husband or wife living in the 
Territory of the United States, and who 
hereafter marries another, or simulta- 
neously marries more than ‘one woman, 
is guilty of polygamy and shall be 
unished by a fine of not more than 
$500 and by imprisonment for a term 
of not more than five years. That if 
any male person in any Territory of 
the United States cohabits with more 
than one woman he shall be deemed 
guilty of misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than $300 or by 1m- 
prisonment for not more than six 
months, or by both. That in any pros- 
ecution for polygamy or any unlawful 
cohabitation it shall be sufficient cause 
of challenge to any person drawn or 
summoned as a juryman or talesman 
that he has been living in such practi- 
ces or relations or that he believes it 
right for any man to have 


MORE THAN ONE WIFE 


or to live in the practice of cohabiting 
with more than one woman, that the 
President is hereby authorized to grant 
amnesty to such classes of offenders as 
were guilty before the passage of this 
Act; but no such amnesty shall have 
eftect unless the conditions thereof 
shall be complied with. That issue of 
polygamous marriages, known as Mor- 
mon marriages, in cases in which such 
marriages have been solemnized ac- 
cording to the ceremonies of the Mor- 
mon sect, in any Territory of the Unit- 
ed States, and such issues have been 
born before tiie Ist day of January, A. 
D., 1883, are hereby leyitimate. That 
no or shall be entitled to vote 
at any election or be 


ELIGIBLE FOR ELECTION, 


or appointment to any offices in the 
Territory or under the United States. 
The last section of the bill vacates all 
registration and election offices of every 
description in the Territory of Utah 
and devolves upon a board of five per- 
sons to be appointed by the Senate 
each and every duty relating to the 
registration of voters, the conduct of 
elections, receiving or objecting to vo- 
ters, canvassing of the same and _issu- 
ance of certificates of election, until a 
new Territorial Legislature shall have 
been elected. In conclusion it is pro- 
vided that on or after the first mceting 
of said Legislative Assembly whose 
members shall have been elected and 
returned according to the provisions of 
this Act, the. sai Assembly make 
such laws conformable to the organic 
act of said Territory and not inconsist- 
ent with other laws of the United 
States, as it shall deem proper concern- 
ing the filling of the offices of said 
Territory declared vacant by this Act.

Only a Six-Minute Deliberationt— Guiteau 
Makes the Most of His Last Chance 
to Abuse Judge Porter. 


[Associated Press Dispatches. ] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.— At three 
o'clock Judge Porter concluded his 
argument and Judge Cox charged the 
fury. At 5:35 the Court was called to 
order, and at 5:36 the jury came in 
and rendered a verdict of “ guilty,’”’ as 
indicated. 


QUICK WORK. 


At three o’clock Judge Porter con- 
cluded his eloquent and masterly ar- 
gument in behalf of the prosecution. 
At the conclusion of Porter’s argument 
Judge Cox proceeded to deliver the 
charge to the jury. After retiring, the, 
jury remained deliberating only six 
minutes and returned with the verdict 
—“Guilty as charged in the indict- 
ment.” 


AWAITING THE VERDICT. 


After the charge ef Judge Cox, and 
after the jury had been out about 
twenty minutes, a recess was taken 
until half past five. Many of the 
audience who had virtually been im- 
prisoned since half past nine in the 
morning, availed themselves of 
ti cr to obtain air and lunch. 

he prisoner, at his request, had been 
allowed, soon after the jury left the 
court-room, to retire to a little room he 
has occupied since the trial began, as a 
waiting room during recess. Before 
leaving the court-room he evinced con- 
siderable nervousness but on reaching 
the compartments he regained his usual 
composure and his assurance soon re- 
turned. He sent out for some apples 
with which he treated his attendants, 
meanwhile chatting familiarly and 
naturedly. He was asked what he 
ot ge the jury would do, and he re- 
plied, “I think they 


WILL ACQUIT ME 

Or disagree, don’t you!’ Within 
two minutes after recess had been 
taken the jury called to the bailiff in 
waiting that they were ready with their 
verdict. They were informed a recess 
had been taken and Judge Cox had 
left the Court room so they remained in 
their room until Court re-assembled. 
The rumor that the jury had 
agreed was quickly spread from one 
to another,and an excited crowd surged 
back into the court room and anxiously 
awaited what all seemed to expect—a 
verdict of “ guilty.” The musty, an- 
tique room is devoid of gas and a score 
or more of candles which had been 
placed upon the desks of the Judge, 
counsel and reporters imparted a weird } 
and fancifully unnatural aspect to the 
grim old place. The shadows, thrown 
upon the dark background of walls, 
seemed like flitting spectres to usher in 
the sombre procession of those who 
held in their hands the destiny of 
human life. 


GUITEAU’S VINDICTIVENESS. 


On being brought into Court this 
morning, Guiteau exclaimed: “My 
sister has been doing some silly talk 
in Chicago. She means well, but she 
is no Jawyer.”’ The prisoner then took 
his seat, when Judge Porter arose and 
resumed the closing argument in be- 
half of the prosecution. Guiteau, as 
usual, continued his frequent and an- 
noving interruptions. For the next 
half hour there was a continuous stream 
of interruptions and abuse from the 
prisoner, and ascore of times he de- 
nounced Porter as a liar, with various 
adjectives. Never before had his vin- 
dictiveness been so plain and his cun- 
ning merged into angry spite, and he 
unwittingly emphasized Porter's sketch 
of himself.
